I am writing today to urge quick attention to a matter currently pending before the EPA's
Board of Appeals.

As you may know, ConocoPhillips and EnCana Corporation own and operate the Wood
River Refinery in Madison County, Illinois, part of the distict I represent. The Wood
River Refinery is the 10tn largest in the United States and plays an important role in
providing energy resources to our nation and in the regional and national economies.

A proposed multi-billion dollar expansion of the facility was awarded an air permit by the
Illinois Environmental Protection Agency in May, but was appealed by environmental
groups on August 22. I urge the Appeals Board to consider the merits ofthis case as
soon as possiblo. This is an important project for the region and it is my understanding
that all parties have provided the necessary information regarding the appeal.
